Angel Island

A Rick helicopter crashed 
against the side of Mt. Ida on 
Angel Island today—on the last 
day of an Army trial of tran­ 
sporting personnel and equip­ 
ment by ’copter. It injured the 
pilot seriously and bruised his 
two passengers. 
The crash was the second 
during the 
whirlybird 
trial 
period. The first, on Jan. 15, 
killed a civilian pilot and seri­ 
ously injured an Army pas­ 
senger. 
Victims of today’s crash at 
10:05 a.m. were all San Fran­ 
cisco civilians. 
The pilot, William Grossman, 
was taken to Letterman Army 
Hospital by Army harbor craft, 
with a broken arm, shock and 
undetermined other injuries. 
The passengers, Charles E. 
Scales, 23, and Albert Ong, 29, 
were given first aid treatm ent 
by medics from Battery D of 
the 9th Anti-aircraft Missile 
Battalion 
and 
pronounced 
“okay.” 
The ’copter was coming in 
for a landing at the Nike sta 
tion, manned by the Ninth AA 
Missile 
Battalion, 
when 
it 
struck the side of the hill about 
75 yards from the top.

Nine were released at 
intervals during the night as 
the convicts dickered before 
finally giving up and releasing 
the remaining 18. 
Prison Warden Marcell Gra­ 
ham was in Washington.

he prepared to return to Utah, 
he said racial agitation was his 
only guess as to the cause of 
the uprising. 
The racial issue was one of 
the 43 complaints made by the 
prisoners. 
Other “suggestions” included 
“better” food, a prison news­ 
paper, shorter prison sentences 
and a new corrections board. 
The prisoners broke into a 
guard turret and got gas guns, 
a shotgun, a rifle, gas gre­ 
nades and ammunition.

Porter explained later that he 
mailed an unsigned copy by 
mistake.

larger craft. Committee chair­ 
man Lothar Salin predicts the 
harbor will be in use by sum­ 
mer. 
Next item on which he hopes 
for concrete action, Salin says, 
is the youth center building, 
despite the fact that it is list­ 
ed as one of the “long-range” 
projects. 
He points to the ever-grow­ 
ing need for recreational fa­ 
cilities for everybody, and for 
young people in particular, as 
a prime target in the campaign 
for better living in Marin. 
San Rjrfael, he continues, is 


not exactly poor in youth rec­ 
reation facilities, having a fine 
park system, extensive facili­ 
ties at Albert Field and the 
county’s only full-time recrea­ 
tion director. 


More is needed, however, 
Salin says, and the youth cen­ 
ter building is one of the great­ 
est needs. He hopes that, with 
the boat harbor out of the way, 
this project can be carried 
through without undue delay. 
Possible location of such a 
building might be Albert Field 
or the city hall site when it is 
selected, he said.

000; Travis Air Force Base, 80 
units, $1.400,000; and Benicia 
Arsenal, 12 units, $216.000. 


It also includes Camp Irwin, 
373 units, $3.027.500; Two Rock 
Ranch in 
Marin 
County,

units, $412.500; and $770,000 
for 44 units in the Los Ange­ 
les defense area, Young said.

have been received for 500 
homes at Hamilton Air Force 
Base, 500 more at Travis, 
1,400 for the Naval .Air Sta­ 
tion scheduled for develop­ 
ment at Lem oore near Fres­ 
no, and 114 units in Marin 
County at Fts.

Tamalpais tramway was ex­ 
pressed last night by members 
of the Larkspur City Council, 
but they were not prepared to 
give it their official blessing. 
City Manager Ronald Piper 
was instructed to write Charles

Evera

Tramway Corp.. promoter of 
the funicular railway, and re­ 
quest more complete informa­ 
tion on the plan. 
Larkspur would be a term­ 
inus of the $1,500,000 tram­ 
way. according to latest plans 
of the corporation. Previously 
Mill Valley was under consider­ 
ation. but the plan met with a 
storm of protest. The “tram for 
Tam” proposal envisions use of 
aluminum gondolas, each seat­ 
ing 45 persons.

“ I think it is quite a plum 
for^the City of Larkspur . . . 
and I think we ought to go on 
record for it and try to get 
some action by the Lions Club 
and other groups to help get 
it started." said Councilman 
Ward H. Austin.

Rescue Should Be Skipper's 


Well, we see DeVere Baker is at it 
again. He’s building the Lehi III and 
plans not just one, but a series of drift­ 
ing trips first from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles, then from San Francisco to 
Hawaii, and then the big one from the 
Persian Gulf to Central America. 


This last is the trip he really wants to 
make to prove a theory of his that early 
Central American natives might have 
reached this continent from the Middle 
East by raft. 
We have no objections to Baker and 
all of the companions he can enlist, set­ 
ting sail—or rather, catching the cur­ 
rent—and heading out to sea IF—and 
that's a big if— he doesn't expect us to 
do anything about him. But of course he 
does. He expects our air force and our 
coast guard to stand by ready and able 
to take him and his companions off 
after they have had enough of raft life. 


You remember the last two near- 
tragic episodes — the building of the 
first boat in Sausalito — its launching 
with ceremony and festivity— its un­ 
happy abandonment in a storm just a 
few miles outside the Golden Gate—the 
building of the Lehi II in Alameda—its 
launching and sailing fast to avoid legal

complications—the pitiful appeals of its 
radio operator to be taken off— aban­ 
donment of this raft south of the Gate 
and rescue by a freighter with the aid 
of the Air Force and Coast Guard. 
Now Lehi III is being constructed in 
Baker's back yard in Petaluma. Appar­ 
ently one of the problems, in Baker's 
eye, was that the other Lehis were too 
big— 32 feet long. So he’s making this 
one smaller. 
We thrilled to the exploits of the Kon 
Tiki in its drifting exploration across the 
vast South Pacific. But that was a care­ 
fully planned, scientific expedition. Ba­ 
ker has proven two things, that his ex­ 
peditions are not carefully planned and 
that there is little scientific about them. 
We would hesitate to suggest a law 
preventing such activities. If he wants 
to ride on a raft, let him ride on a raft. 
But let's make it clear to him this time 
he’s on his own. If there is to be a search 
to rescue the raft’s occupants, let it be 
organized now before Baker sails— and 
at his expense. The taxpayers have paid 
more than should be required in the 
protection of such a fool-hardy expedi­ 
tion. 
Let’s make it clear that this can't go 
on indefinitely.

zone—all dated prior to the 
hearing on it—but, for the 
most part, I think there was 
inadequate publicity explain­ 
ing the reasons why Flood 
Control Zone 3A is necessary 
now. This, I know, was not 
because those persons whom 
your paper terms “leaders in 
the movement” for this zone 
desired to steam-roller any­ 
thing while their neighbors 
slept. (To clarify my own po­ 
sition, the I-J has called me 
such a leader.) Rather, it was 
that any attempt to explain 
the reasons for creating Flood 
Zone 3A met with arguments 
which- were deliberately so 
complex in their roots and 
ramifications 
that 
t h e r e 
seemed no common ground 
from which any discussion 
could begin. 
But, of the moment, I am 
more concerned with the sec­ 
ond point made in the cited 
letter, that which said, “If a 
flood 
control 
subzone 
is 
passed, it will mean a sub­ 
stantial increase in our prop­ 
erty taxes.” 
This 
is 
simply not true. 
The mere creation of any 
flood-control zone can bring 
no increase in taxes without 
the consent and approval of 
the taxpayers. Any project 
understaken in this zone, no 
matter how small, can be un­ 
dertaken only after due legal 
notice has been posted and a 
public hearing has been held. 
At this hearing a majority of 
taxpayers, if they represent 
half the assessed value of the 
zone, can stop the project. So 
much is law. 
Furthermore, if the proj­ 
ect is of sufficient size so that 
a bond issue is necessary to 
finance it, besides the chance 
to protest it at the hearing, 
the electorate is protected by 
its having to be approved by 
a two-thirds majority at the 
polls! The creation of a zone, 
then, will not allow for any 
tax increase of itself. Before 
any dollars are spent the tax­ 
payer will have ample time 
to assert himself. 
What makes the formation 
of this zone so imperative 
right now is the possible im-

minence of the project which 
will be designed and super­ 
vised by the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers. According to the 
San Francisco District Chief 
of 
Engineers, 
Tam 
Valley 
qualifies for this federal par­ 
ticipation, which will mean 
$400,000 spent by the U.S. 
government. The 
divisional 
chief of engineers has ap­ 
proved this opinion, as devel­ 
oped in a reconnaisance re­ 
port, and it is now in Wash­ 
ington for final approval. 
If passed, the project will 
be possible only if an esti­ 
mated $100,000 can be raised 
locally, and, by any reason­ 
able prediction, we may have 
to have evidence sometime 
around the first of July that 
this money can be raised. 
This, then, is why time is so 
important. 
If Flood Control Zone 3A 
is formed, we will have the 
legal mechanism by which a 
bond election can be held, if 
a majority of taxpayers af­ 
fected want the election and 
so indicate at the hearing on 
the project which must be 
held before a bond election 
can be scheduled, even. And 
only if two-thirds of the vot­ 
ers approve the bond issue, 
can we fulfill our part of the 
agreement to give Tam Val­ 
ley a $626,000 flood control 
project for only $101,000. 
Since the Army Engineers 
insist upon a benefits-to-cost 
ratio of at least 2 to 1 before 
they will undertake any proj­ 
est, this means, using the 
above figures, that the bene­ 
fit-to-cost ratio — based upon 
local 
contribution—will 
be 
12.5 to 1. And, still, by form­ 
ing the zone now, we com­ 
mit 
ourselves 
to 
nothing 
more than a chance to dis­ 
cuss, debate and even disap­ 
prove the project either at 
the later hearing on it or at 
the bond election. 
This would seem to the 
writer to be a clear case of 
nothing to lose and every­ 
thing to gain insofar as form­ 
ing Flood Control Zone 3A is 
concerned.

ing off. Fluoridation of water 
is the apparent answer to the 
first research goal of dental 
scientists, the discovery of a 
chemical that will produce 
teeth more resistant to decay. 
It is now a routine procedure 
in nearly 1,300 communities 
and 
serves over 28,000.000 
people. 
According to the nation’s 
topmost 
health 
authorities, 
the 
evidence 
is 
conclusive 
that fluoridation is an effec­ 
tive and safe procedure for 
substantial reduction of tooth 
decay. Many leading dental 
authorities rate it a health 
measure that ranks with the 
chlorination of water and the 
pasteurization of milk. 


AMONG THE LATEST of 
hundreds of studies on fluori­ 
dation are tests set up in 
Newburg, N.Y., Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and Bratford, Ontario. 
After 10 years of observation, 
it was found that dental de­ 
cay was reduced in these cit­ 
ies to an average of 60 per 
cent 
among children, 
who 
had been drinking the water 
since birth. Percentage of de­ 
cay reduction by age groups 
were: 6-year-olds, 75 percent; 
7-year-olds, 68 per cent; and 
10-year-olds, 51 per cent. 
The 
earlier 
and 
longer 
children 
drink 
water 
con­ 
taining fluoride, the greater 
will 
be 
t h e i r 
protection 
against tooth decay. 
Of all preventative meas­ 
ures in use, the fluoridation 
of water supplies offers the 
greatest hope for preventing 
tooth decay, because of its 
easy 
application 
for 
large 
numbers of people and its 
low cost. 


FLUORIDE CAN be added 
to public water supplies at an 
annual cost of only 4 to 15 
cents 
per person . The na­ 
tional average is 10 cents. 
The program has been en­ 
dorsed by all of the nation’s 
leading health organizations 
including the ADA, AMA and 
the U.S. Public Health Ser­ 
vice. Despite this there is 
still opposition that is pre­ 
venting the introduction of 
fluoridation in a great many 
communities. Marin County, 
for instance, has no fluorida­ 
tion program. 
These communities are be­ 
ing denied its benefits be­ 
cause half-truths and false 
information is being dissem­ 
inated by a small, but vocal 
group. 
Contrary to what oppon­ 
ents of the program claim, 
fluoridation doesn’t add any­ 
thing NEW to the water. In 
many areas water naturally 
has fluoride in higher quan-

Water fluoridation by man 
is no different than water 
fluoridation by nature. Man 
has the advantage of being 
able to control the amount 
of fluoridation. It is a simple 
and inexpensive process and, 
in the minds of health au­ 
thorities^ offers the means for 
bringing* dental decay under 
control. 
One thing a great many 
parents fail to realize is the 
importance of a child’s baby 
teeth.. The youngster’s first 
teeth are just as important as 
his permanent teeth. 
The care given these teeth 
determined to a large degree 
the dental health of the child 
once he reaches adulthood. 


ONE OF THE chief func- 
tions of the first teeth is to 
maintain space for the per­ 
manent 
teeth to 
come 
in 
properly. The early loss of 
these teeth, through decay or 
any other reason, can have 
serious effects. It can result 
in crowding and severe dis­ 
arrangement of the second 
teeth. 
This, in turn can result in 
improper growth of the jaw, 
improper bite, facial deform­ 
ity, speech defects and mal­ 
nutrition from inability to 
chew properly. 
Finally, 
it 
is 
important 
that a child be introduced to 
the dentist at an early age. 
This will initiate the child 
into the ritual of tooth brush­ 
ing and mouth examinations. 


PAENTS SHOULD strive to 
introduce the child to the 
dentist in such a way that 
the dentist will seem like a 
friend. Children get most of 
their attitudes about the den­ 
tist from their parents. 
Unfortunately, parents have 
a tendency to picture the den­ 
tist as a bogeyman or some­ 
one who will harm you. These 
pictures take on literal mean­ 
ings in young people’s minds. 
Children should be given 
a realistic picture of what to 
expect from the dentist. They 
shouldn’t , b e given a fairy 
tale or a gruesome descrip­ 
tion, but something under­ 
standable that gives a trua 
picture. 
THE MEANS ARE at hand 
to cut down on the rate at 
which dental disorders are de­ 
veloping. This problem has 
to be approached through the 
child. In the final analysis the 
responsibility rests with the 
parents. 
They 
must 
teach 
their children what they have 
to know to maintain good 
dental health. 
Then they must see that 
they practice 
those 
proce­ 
dures 
faithfully. 
Conscien­ 
tious parents will not evade 
their responsibility.

Results of a survey conduct­ 
ed jointly by the California 
Optometric Assn., the Califor­ 
nia Dept, of Fish and Game 
and the National Rifle Assn.

Dr. Richard Lee, who direct­ 
ed the sample test at the Cali­ 
fornia State Fair last summer, 
says:

almost 25 per cent worse than 
the non-hunter’s. He has one 
chance out of three that he 
failed 
the

perception 
test, he may be the one out of 
eight who failed to showr nor­ 
mal lateral vision, or the one 
out of twelve whose visual 
acuity is less than 20-30 with 
one or both eyes . . .” 
The California test covered 
1,343 State Fair visitors, of 
whom the 406 said they hunt­ 
ed. Ages ranged from 10 to 
78. 
The California findings make 
grim reading in conjunction 
with the NRA's uniform hunter 
casualty report for last year.

The street lights stretch out 
below in seemingly 
endless 
necklaces; 
bridge

lights form magical bracelets 
over the velvet-dark waters; 
here and there an aircraft 
warning beacon or the running 
lights of a ship in the harbor 
grow redder than rubies and 
all around twinkle the lights 
of thousands of homes, offices 
and industrial plants. 
MODERN MIRACLE 
This is the modern miracle 
of electricity, a miracle that is 
repeated nightly in hundreds 
of cities, towns and country 
cross roads across the nation. 
Africa is often referred to as 
the dark continent, but it was­ 
n ’t too long ago—only 77 years 
—that our continent and the 
whole world could have rated 
the title. 
It was at Menlo Park, N. J., 
on Oct. 21, 1879, that Thomas 
Alva Edison and a small band 
of assistants literally brought 
us out of the darkness by keep­ 
ing a loop of carbonized cotton 
thread glowing for more than 
40 hours. Their experiment re­ 
sulted in the invention of the 
first 
practical 
incandescent 
lamp. 


PEACEFUL REVOLUTION 
With this achievement, which 
has been called one of the 
major break-throughs in indus 
trial progress, the electrica 
industry was born and a peace 
ful revolution of fantastic con 
sequences was underway. 
Within a year, there were 
electric street lights in severa 
American cities, within a dec 
ade electric trains and engines 
within a generation, electricity 
was at work in the factory, on 
the farm and in the home, and 
within three generations mighty 
dynamos excelled the horse 


power of all the horses that 
ever lived. 
This week the nation’s elec­ 
trical industry, whose normal 
view is forward to a future 
bright with new uses for elec­ 
tricity, is taking a fond and 
reverent look back at its hum- 
316 beginning in the Menlo 
Park laboratory. 


SPECIAL WEEL

ing the birth of Edison, Feb. 11, 
1847, at Milan, Ohio, and 77 
years of progress since his in­ 
vention of *the incandescent 
lamp. 
Edison was not the only in­ 
ventor who made important 
contributions to electrical pro­ 
gress. Indeed, several had come 
up with other types of elecri- 
cal lighting before his incan 
descent lamp.

In the short space of 
77 years, the industry has be 
come one of the nation’s larg 
est and most vital, employing 
morg than two million persons 
supplying the light and power 
for a mighty economic empire 
There are some industries 
that could not exist without 
electricity—the aluminum in 
dustry, for instance. And vir 
tually every industry is depen 
dent on it in some degree.

In terms 
of day-to-day living, electrica 
capacity — the housepower of 
the house—is just as important 
as the quality of construction 
size and number of rooms and 
the color of paint or wallpaper. 
Experts in the electrical in­ 
dustry and economists say that 
Dy 1970 the home owner, in his 
effort to live better electrically, 
will be using three times the 
amount of electricity he is us­ 
ing today. This fact is pointed 
up by surveys, by the growing 
rate of appliance purchasing 
and by the many new types of 
appliances now on the drawing 
boards of various manufactur­ 
ers. 
Despite this, the prospective 
home buyer usually neglects to 
look into the electrical capacity 
of the house. He does not find 
out if there is enough wiring 
and sufficient circuits of prop­ 
er size and capacity to give him 
all the electricity he needs for 
his appliances, lights, and other 
electrical equipment he owns 
now or plans to own in the near 
future. 
Many new homes barely have 
enough wiring to carry the 
electric load requirements of 
today. 
Certainly they do not 
have the capacity to accommo­ 
date the increased load needed 
two or five years from now. A 
large number of homes, built 
as recently as five or seven 
years ago, are getting along 
with only 30 or 60 ampere serv­ 
ice, when 100 amps today would 
barely suffice.

Check These 
Points When 
Buying Home 


A prospective home buyer 
would do well to make sure 
that the electrical capacity of 
the home matches his family’s 
present requirements and those 
of five to ten years from now. 
Here are five points to check: 
Accessibility — N u m e r ­ 
ous outlets or plug receptacles 
of the proper types should be 
conveniently placed so that the 
need for the “octopus” cube 
taps inserted into a single plug 
outlet is eliminated. 
C a p a c i t y — Each circuit 
should be capable of supplying 
the full current for which it is 
rated. Also, each circuit should 
have 20 per cent spare capacity 
over and above the probable 
maximum load. On general pur 
pose circuits the normal load 
should not exceed 50 per cent 
of rated capacity, so that there 
is sufficient extra capacity for 
temporary portable equipment. 
Isolation—Each major auto- 


matic appliance should have 
separate and individual circuit. 
Safety — The wiring system 
should be safe in that it com­ 
plies with the safety provisions 
of the National Electrical Code. 
Control — Switches and out- 
outlets and other “on-off” con­ 
trols are positioned carefully 
and in sufficient numbers to 
fit the family’s living habits.

The three main purposes of 
adequate fixture lighting, ac­ 
cording to the American Home 
Lighting Institute, are: first, to 
cast general room illumination;

As Near As Closest Electric Store 


Lighting fixtures, once bur­ 
led in the dusty back rooms 
and under the shelves of out- 
of-the-way 
electrical 
shops, 
are currently blossoming in 
show windows and electrical 
distributor showrooms all over 
the country. 
As a result, the lighting-con­ 
scious homemaker no longer 
need wonder how or where 
she’ll 
make 
her living 
bet­ 
ter with light. The answer is 
generally as near as the closest 
electrical display room. 
“Thanks to a sudden up­ 
surge in interest and demand 
for lighting fixtures, these es­ 
sential 
home 
furnishings are 
available through outlets to the 
general consumer,” it was stat­ 
ed by the American Home 
Lighting Institute, trade asso­ 
ciation of fixture makers. 
At the same time, the great 
profusion 
of 
fixture 
styles 
make it more imperative than 
ever for the consumer to know 
in advance what he or she 
wants. 


The institute reported that 
many distributors of lighting 
fixtures have established retail 
divisions 
and 
opened 
their 
showrooms to the general pub­ 
lic. Electrical contractors have 
broadened their displays, in­ 
stead of relying solely on cata­ 
logs. Others escort buyers to 
distributor showrooms. 
Department stores in lead­ 
ing metropolitan areas are be­ 
ginning to feature fixtures in 
both their hardware and home 
furnishings departments. Utili­ 
ties. too. are adding to the pa­ 
rade, by promoting the sale of 
modern fixtures. 
Whereas five years ago. a

Operation Home Improve­ 
ment, and the various manu­ 
facturing and electrical ser­ 
vice groups. 
“As one result, this spring’s 
home-seekers will find not only 
more to see, but also to .see by,” 
the institute said. “Fixtures 
are back, and in greater pro­ 
fusion than ever before.” 
Greatest lighting 
improve­ 
ments that Mr. and Mrs. Home 
Buyer will notice are the re­ 
turn of fixtures to the bed­ 
rooms; greater use of off-cen­ 
ter ceiling fixtures in dining 
and living rooms; and liberal 
use of wall fixtures in kitchen 
and bathrooms. 
But even with this optimis­ 
tic 1957 outlook for lighting|, 
the in.stitute cautions that most 
home lighting still has a long 
way to go to reach minimum 
standards.

in half an hour. It will bake a layer 


cake in three minutes, or heat a jar of 
baby food in forty-five seconds.

Custom Rooms 
Need Best Light 


If you’re planning a custom- 
built home or a t o p - ^ d e in-

you heed these suggestions for 
fixture lighting: 
1. Imitate day light by locat- 
ing fixtures so they cast light 
in the same direction as sun­ 
light coming through the win- 
dows. This includes strip light- 
ing over window walls, bal­ 
anced by strip lighting on the 
opposite wall. 
2. Recessed lighting must be 
planned after the interior fur- 
niture arrangement has been 
determined. In this way, the re­ 
stricted light cast by recessed 
units will fall exactly where 
wanted, instead of out in the 
middle of nowhere. 
3. Plan off-center fixture out­ 
lets liberally to provide light 
wherever 
needed. 
This 
in­ 
cludes comers, over sofa end 
tables and planters, and over 
art objects and paintings. 
4. Because of the generally 
“cold” light they produce, re­ 
strict luminous ceilings to the 
kitchen and bathrooms. 


End Shaving Cuts 
Make-up mistakes and shav­ 
ing cuts can be reduced with 
proper mirror lighting in the 
bathroom, says the American 
Home Lighting Institute.

Perks Up Room 


To achieve the maximum ef­ 
fectiveness in room space and 
decoration, the use of modern 
wall lighting fixtures is recom-; 
mended by the American Home 
Lighting Institute. 
Wall fixtures include wall 
lamps or pin-ups, cornices, wall 
brackets, and valances. They 
are being used increasingly to 
bring out colors at night, make 
rooms appear larger, balance 
lighting, and highlight action 
areas. 
A colorful interior wall, lost 
in night-time gloom, is wasted. 
Adequately illuminated by fix­ 
tures, the wall continues at 
night to add color accent. 


Electric Ovens Spark 


Change In Cooking Time 


With Wiring, Better 
Not Do It Yourself 


The most revolutionary ad­ 
vance in electric living is the 
electronic oven. Radically re­ 
ducing the time spent in pre­ 
vious cooking methods, it sub­ 
stitutes “ time” for the “ temper­ 
ature” factor as the important 
thing in the housewife’s culin­ 
ary efforts. 
It is fast, too. A 10-lb. roast 
is done in less than 30 minutes, 
a 15-lb. turkey in 45 minutes, 
and hot dogs straight from the 
freezer are done in 45 seconds. 
And they will be juicy, too. 
The electronic oven cooks 


with microwaves which pene­ 
trate the food. The food mole­ 
cules are activated by the mi­ 
crowaves and thus generate in­ 
ternal heat. Most foods can be 
cooked either in paper plates, 
or in glass or china dishes— or 
in the actual dishes to be 
served. 
Simple to operate, the food 
within the oven can be ob­ 
served through a metal screen 
*door so one actually can see a 
layer cake, prepared from a 
, mix, rise and get done within 
six minutes. 


Kitchen Lighting 
A single ceiling fixture is no 
longer considered adequate for 
the kitchen, according to the 
American Home Lighting In­ 
stitute. For better working con­ 
ditions and for safety, there 
should be local fixture lighting 
over the sink, range, and each 
counter. 


When the do-it-yourself fad ( 
was at its zenith, a certain en- 
, terprising young suburbanite 
thought it might be fun and 
possibly more economical to do 
his own home re-wiring. 
Armed with a manual on the 
fundamentals of electricity and 
the advice (but not the help) of 
several friends and neighbor*, 
he happily chopped into the 
rwalls and began strewing cable 
and 
w i r e 
about. 
Economy; 
quickly vanished but pride of 
home genius remained. 
Several 
mashed 
thumbs, 
short circuits and enervating 
shocks later, the job was done 
—not the way a professional 
might do it, but pretty fair for 
an amateur. 


MANY DRAWBACKS 
It 
had its drawbacks, of 
course. The outlet in the bath­ 
room, for instance, was just 
two inches over the baseboard, 
an oversight he corrected by 
placing a mirror to the floor 
under the sink and wielding his 
electric shaver from a kneeling 
position. 
Then one day the 
waffle iron, television, rotis- 
serie and electric blanket, all 
on the same circuit, happened 
to be on when he plugged in 
the shaver. 
Sparks flew, but 
they weren't the sparks of gen­ 
ius. 
The case of the jolted com­ 
muter may be an extreme ex­ 
ample, but fire insurance and 
accident companies can cite 
alarming statistics on what hap­ 
pens 
when 
an 
over-loaded 
house circuit and an over-con­ 
fident home handyman get to­ 
gether 
for 
an 
afternoon’s 
“fun.” 


The prospective home owner 
would be wise to acquaint him­ 
self with his basic electrical re­ 
quirements 
before 
plunking 
down a deposit on a house. He 
need not be an expert or know 
anything of amperes, volts and 
wire capacity. His local power 
company can supply him with 
a little booklet. “ New Step-by- 
Step Ideas to Help You Live 
Better Electrically,” that will 
answer most of his questions. 
It can also be obtained from any 
electrical contractor or from 
the National Adequate Wiring 
Bureau by writing to 155 East 
44th Street, New York 17, and 
enclosing 10 cent».

It may cost a little more at 
the outset, but it may save you 
considerable money in modern- 
1 ization costs, and will serve you

years. A properly “ housepow- 
ered” house is engineered for 
the future, allowing for quick 
and inexpensive expansion, if 
needed, at a later date. 
In selecting the electrical 
contractor for consultation, de­ 
sign and installation, always be 
sure you are dealing with an 
established local electrical con­ 
tractor. He will have a place of 
business and will be known by 
the power company. Any quali­ 
fied “ housepower” contractor 
gives the customer a written 
guarantee covering the mater­ 
ials and workmanship on his 
job.

Can Speed, Ease 
Washday Chores 
Washday can go faster and 
be less tedious if you use prop- 
j er fixture lighting, according | 
to the American Home Light­ 
ing Institute, Chicago. 
“ Proper lighting helps you 
see if clothes are clean, and 
makes it easier to measure out 
starch, blueing, and dyes. If 
you use a wringer, lighting will 
make your work much safer,” 
the institute said. 
At all costs, avoid the sin­ 
gle bare bulb dangling over 
the laundry area. Instead, use! 
either a 12 to 14-inch incandes­ 
cent fixture or a fluorescent fix­ 
ture with two 33-inch 25 watt 
tubes.

"We found for instance, the 
typical party to be one in which 
the guests leave the drably 
lighted living room for the 
cheerful light of the kitchen.

stalling modern lighting fix­ 
tures.”

Today's modern, all-electric kitch­ 
ens will do almost everything for the 
homemaker except plan the meals.

Hobbies 
Your hobby work will be­ 
come easier and the results 
more admirable with the aid 
of 
proper 
fixture 
lighting, 
counsels the American Home 
Lighting Institute. 
"Too many hobbyist« ride 
their hobby horses in dank, 
dark basements. Worse than 
that, they hide the results of 
their craftsmanship where no 
one can see them,” AHLI says. 
As the first part of the rem­ 
edy, the institute suggests an 
evenly lighted work bench or 
desk. Recommended is a fluo­ 
rescent fixture with two 33- 
mch 25-watt tubes mounted 48 
inches above the table surface. 
For added flexibility, the fix­ 
ture can be mounted on rods 
and moved back and forth as 
needed. 
"Where 
power 
tools 
are 
ueed, additional spotlighting is 
essential for precision work 
and safety,” the institute add­ 
ed. 
Some hobbies, such as book­ 
binding, leather tooling, and 
weaving, lend themselves to 
living room display and can be 
highlighted by bullet-type spot­ 
light fixtures. 
The results of all this hobby 
work can be handsomely dis­ 
played on the lower shelf of a 
glass-topped table. Center a 
pull-down ceiling fixture over 
the table to dramatize It and 
center interest on the collec. 
tion. 


New Ranges Feature 


Automatic Controls 


Automatic features built into 
new electric ranges let the 
homemaker prepare any food 
from delicate souffles to hearty 
beef roasts at the touch of a 
button. 
Controlled for both time and 
temperature, the new electric 
ranges bake, french fry, broil, 
barbecue, boil, stew, grill and 
roast all types of food to gour­ 
met taste, turn themselves off 
and ring a chime to indicate 
dinner is ready. 
Even ordinary pots and pans 
b e c o m e 
"automatic” when 
placed on automatic surface 
units that supply balanced heat 
at any selected temperature.

Many homemakers have shied 
away from adequately lighting 
their

because 
they 
wrongly believe it will create 
glare. Glare is not caused by a 
high level of light, but rather 
by its improper placement and 
direction, the institute explain­ 
ed. 
"Scientists have proved that 
the gloomiest daylight far ex­ 
ceeds in intensity the maxi­ 
mum artificial light that can 
possibly be obtained indoors,” 
AHLI said. 
The depressing effects of a 
gloomy day on one’s spirits 
checks with the scientific tests. 
The same gloom in the average 
home often dampens the spir­ 
its of the party.

What is the best food for a 
baby? His mother’s milk. New­ 
fangled concoctions can’t com­ 
pare with it. Almost the only 
thing researchers agree upon 
is that mothers should nurse 
their wee ones. Let’s look at 
nursing today. 
Some mothers won’t try to 
nurse their babies. 
They’re 
afraid. They think it is nasty. 
Others try, but give up quickly. 
A few honestly can’t do the job 
Too many babies are bottle-fed. 
Do you have a baby on the 
way? 
Then ask your doctor 
about breast feeding. Get him 
to help you prepare yourself. 
Be sure to toughen the parts 
of your breasts that will go into 
the baby’s mouth. If you don’t, 
they’ll get sore. You’ll be tor­ 
tured each feeding time. Treat­ 
ment is simple. Make it part of 
your dressing routine. 
Arrange ahead of time to 
have the baby kept besides you 
in your hospital room. Or at 
east try to arrange it. Then 
you can comfort him when he 
gets hungry. You can become 
acquainted. In-room baby care 
is possible in many new hos­ 
pitals. Some older ones can’t 
permit it. I wish they could. 
The nursing may be a strug­ 
gle. Trouble is most likely if 
you are having your first baby. 
You’ll be discouraged. So will 
your baby. His instincts will 
je normal. Yours are normal 
too. But it takes time to get 
things functioning. 
The first 
fluid which comes is called “co­ 
lostrum.” It helps your baby 
get ready for real milk. It may 
take several days for the milk 
to come regularly. Be patient. 
Follow your doctor’s orders 
about fluids, foods, exercise, 
rest. 
Remember this. Researchers 


have f o u n d b e t t e r mental 
health among children 
who 
have been breast-fed. 
They 
have 
found 
better 
physical 
health among them. 
Better 
than among bottle-fed babies. 
If necessary, you should be 
willing to make quite a sacri­ 
fice to provide breast feeding.

Is he 
right?” 
— A.J. 
(A) I’d say he’s wrong. Par­ 
enthood is a logical necessity if 
mankind is to survive. It is an 
emotional necessity too. 
We 
don’t find the meaning of life 
until we are around babies. Ask 
any parent.
